KINGSTON A CHARNEL HEAP. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. }

KINGSTON, Jainaica, Jan. 16.—The de- 
struction in Kingston is appalling. It is 
now estimated that from 500 to 1,000 persons 
have lost their lives through the earthquake 
shock, which wrecked the city on Monday 

and the fire that followed in its wake. 

The property loss is estimated at $10,000,000. 

The first violent ehocks—three within 
fifteen seconds—at 3:30 p. m. Motiday leveled 
the buildings in the lower part of the city 
and along the water front. 

Perish Under Debris and in Fire, 

Hunédrede of persons were killed in the col- 
lapse of the mercantile establishments, ware- 
houses, and banks. 

They were buried under the débris, and 
many of them were still alive until the flames 
following the earthquake burned them te 
death. 

46 Invalid Soldiers Cremated. 

The. worst disaster happened at the mili- 
tary camp. The whole barracks ts gone. 
The military hospital collapsed and caught 
fire instarftly, and as there was no water 
forty-six soldiers were burned alive. Lieut. 
Belcher and two privates were saved. The 
messroom fell, killing Maj. Hardymanh and 
also badly injuring Col. Hay, Capt. Motley, 
Lieut. Dixon, and Quartermaster and Mrs. 
Price. 

Among the killed in the city were Capts, 
Gonstantine and Young of the Royal Mail 
company. 

The wpper part of the city was less dam- 
aged by the earthquake, but waé ruined by 
the firé which followed. 


Ruined City Swept by Flames. 

The flames were first seen in the ruins of 
the parish church in Port Royal street. They 
spread with frightful rapidity, fanned by a 
high wind. 

The fire department was helpless from the 
start. The water mains were broken by the 
earthquaké, and the flames swept through 
the city practically unchecked until Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Charred Bodies Strewn in Streets. 

The whole city south of the Parade was 
consumed, including churches, banks, and 
government putidings, except the treasury. 

The streets are full of wreckage and wires 
and the charred bodies of men and horses. 

The disaster has left Kingston like & char- 
nel house. Negro soldiers are burning the 
dead by scores in huge piles of débria. Other 
parties are searching the ruins for bodies 
and burying them as rapidly as found. 


Escaped Lunatics Menace City. 
One hundred and eighty bodies were burned 


in the Catholic cemetery siege anes and 130 


more today. 

Of the dead it is safe to say 100 are white. 

With the destructiotf of the insane asylum 
hundreds of lunatics escaped and are roam- 
ing at large. 

Thousands of homeless personé are sleep- 
ing in the streets and parke, their principal 
food being bananas.

LONDON HEARS BAD NEWS. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jam. 16, midnight.—The last and 
most serious news reaching London from 
Kingston is contained in a sensational dis- 
patch from a press representative who ac- 
companie@? Sir Alfred Jones and his party to 
Jamaica. It read: 

“Fires broke out again tonight. The ne 
groes are looting the rum shops.. At least 
500 persons have been killed. There are 
weird and terrible scenes. Forty-five invaHé 
soldiers were burned to death in the military 
‘hospital. Several shocks were felt today.” 


Sir Alfred Jones Confirms Fears. 

From Sir Alfred Jones himself Elder, 
Dempster & Co. received the following mes- 
sage comfirming the worst fears: 

“ Kingston was overwhelmed by an earth- 
quake Monday afternoon at 3:30. All the 
houses within a radius of ten miles have 
been damaged, and almost every house in the 
city is destroyed. Fire broke out after the 
earthquake, and completed the work of de- 
struction. It is estimated that 100 persone 
have been killed and 1,000 injured. The pub- 
lic offices and hospitals are in ruins. Among 
the killed are Sir James Fergusson, many 
prominent merchants and professionel men, 
and @ great many natives. There were no 
fatalities at the Constant Springs hotel. 

“The business quarter of Kingston is now 
a heap of smouldering ashes. We are thank- 
ful that our party is all right.” 

This dispatch from Sir Alfred is practically 
identical with other messages received from 
Kingston, with the exception that all the 
others give the death list as “ several hun- 
ared,”” while a dispatch of a similar purport 
received by the Direct West Indian Cable 
company says that the loss of life wae 
“ heavy,” and adds that Port Antonio was not 
badly injured. 

First Official News... 

The first official news of the disaster came 

from Gov, Gen. Swettenham. . It-was undated,

They are both vessels of 8,400 tone and. their 
combined crews number about’ 560 men, 
which will enable them to land strong de- 
tachments for police and other duty in the 
devastated city. 

The fire insurance policies in Jamaica af- 
fected through British companies are said 
to aggregate about $7,500,000. . All the poll- 
cies, however, are safeguarded by an earth-~ 
quake clause, and a: leading manager who 
was seen today said that the companies would 
not recognize any liability for damages 
caused by the earthquake.

The supply ships Celtic and Glacier, heay- 
ily loaded with food for the Atlantic fleet, 
the former at Guantanamo, Cuba, only 
twelve hours away, and the latter in New 
York all ready to sall. Ags soon as the newe 
came that famine threatened the survivore of 
the earthquake at the Jamaican capital, 
the president, through Secretary of the Navy 
Metcalf, ordered the two veesels to eail at 
once. 

Doubtless the Celtic will be the first ship 
to arrive at the etricken city with food. It 
should be there before morning. The Glacier 
can reach Kingston by Sunday night or 
Monday morning. 


Big Supplies of Food. 


The Glacter has on board 400,000 pounds of 
fresh beef, 400,000 pounds of flour, an equal 
amount of fresh vegetables, end a great 
amount of coffee, canne@ meats and veg- 
etables, and many other articles of food. 

The Celtic has on board more than 150,000 
pounds of flour, 10,000 pounds of salted beef, 
15,000 pounds of salted pork, 25,000 pounds of 
finned vegetables, between 80,000 and 35,000 
pounds of coffee, 75,000 pounds of sugar, 10,- 
060: pounds of butter, 35,000 pounds of maca- 
roni, and other supplies.

The epidemic has been growing on the 
north shore ever since the New Trier High 
school at Winnetka was closed six weeksago 
on account of scarlet fever. 


Oak-Park Parents. Warned. 


A letter was drawh up by the board of 
health of Oak Park warning parents to take 
their children out of school when they show 
any symptoms of an infectious disease and to 
report each case at once to the sanitary 
inspector. The epidemic .of scarlet fever at 
Oak Park is sald to be unprecedented. 

The letter of the Oak Park health depart- 
ment to parents says in part: 

“ Any child showing any symptoms of sick- 
ness should be kept at home until such symp- 
toms have subsided, and the family physician 
should bé immediately notified. No delay 
should be allowed if we are to check an 
epidemic. The sanitary inspector will in- 
spect each case of contagion and determine 
so far as possible the extent to which quar- 
antine is maintained. If the hearty co- 
operation of every parent In our village is 
secured more radical measures will probably 
be avoided.’’

SMULSKI UNDER OLD LAW 
No Indication That Special Ses- 
sion Will Be Necessary for 
I, €. Inquiry. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT. | 

Springfield, Ii:, Jan. 16.—[{Special.]--Gov. 
Deneen's first reform measure seems to have 
gone on the rocks in the senate, and State 
Treasurer Smulski will take office under the 
old system on Friday, all his plane having 
been upset. Thereafter, if Mr. Smulski 
makes good on his preélection promise to take 
no interest, he will do so without any liegis- 


The general assembly seerie willing to have 
him turn in the interest, but it refuses to re- 
lease him from responsibility for state funds 
if he places them in banks. He will give a 
personal bond for $1,000,000, and expecta to 
take the oath of office on Friday. 

The senate hag not killed the bill providing 
for a state board of deposit to select de- 
positories for state funds and thus relieve 
the state treasurer of financial responsibil- 
ity for money placed in such depositories, 
but it hae amended it in such a way that 
its purpose is defeated and it has postponed 
further action until next Tuesday. 

Mr. Smulski must take his office by Sun- 
day, according to the law, which provides 
that the treasurer-elect must be inatalled 
within ten deys after the declaration of his 
lection. The senate and house met fn joint 
session Jan. 10 to canvass-the vote of elec- 
tion and at that time Mr. Smulski was de- 
clared elected. He must take his office by 
Jam. 20, Sunday, or the place will bé de 
clared yacant. 


Action of Senate Decisive. 


The action of the senate in postponing 
further consideration of the bill until Jan. 
22 makes it impossible for him to carry out 


do so under the proposed new system. 

This bill would have provided an appro- 
priation of $5,000 to pay the expense of the 
state treasurer in securing his bond. In- 
asmuch as Mr. Smuleki was to take only 
his ealary, $3,500, it. was emall justice to 
recompense him for the cost of security. 
With the bill hung up in the senate and with 
the time limit approaching he is forced to 
pay for the bond himself and take office 
under the old system. 

There seems to be no chance of the meas- 
ure getting through the senate ae drafted. 
Changes which already have been made take 
all the life out of it. It wae the intention 
to give the state the benefit of -the interest 
which could be made on state funds, pro- 
viding that the state deposit board, consist- 
ing of the state treasurer, governor, and 
auditor of public accounts should select de- 
positories contracting to pay 2 per cent in- 
terest, and that the treasurer should be re- 
Neved of the responsibility for money placed 
on the recommendation of this board. 

Under the bill no one would have been 
financially Hable for loss if one of the banks 
with state funds falled and the securities 
were discovered to be worthless. This was 
the feature of the measure for which the} 
senate refused to stand. It was essential to 
the purpose of the bil, because it wae out of 
the question for the state treasurer to place 
money in banks on his own responsibility 
and turn the tnterest over to the state, Gov. 
Deneen and Mr. Smulski thought they had 
safeguarded the funds by provisions requir- 
ing the depositories to furnish national bonds 
or other bonde or approved securities as se- 
curity for the fund. 

In the senate, however, the proposition was 
viewed in connection with its worst possai- 
bilities—that in case there were a failure, 
and state funds were involved, and the state 
deposit board had made a mistake and had 
accepted worthless securities, no one would 
be responsible for the loss. 


Favorable Action on Others. 


Because the senate refused to accept the 
measure as drawn by the administration it 
does not follow that the governor and sen- 
ate organization are likely to have increas- 
ing trouble over the gdaministration bills. 
More favorable action waa taken on the LIIL- 
noise Central case, Senator Gardner intro- 
ducing two appropriation bills in accordance 
with requests in the governor’s Mespage, one 
providing $50,000 for Attorney General Stead 
and the other giving the governor $100,000 
for continuance of the investigation of the 
company’s accounts. 

The senate also indicated that the organ- 
ization is not with Senator Evans in his at- 
tempt to tie up the appropriation for this 
work and stop proceedings against the com- 
pany. His reason for asking for an investi- 
gation of the present organization of the 
railroad company and the withholding of ac- 
tion on appropriations until more is known 
about the cage was referred to the appro- 
priations committee, which also is given two 
appropriation bills granting sums asked for 
by the governor. It ig thought that this 
ends the episode. Even Mr. Evans realizes 
that to attempt to tie the hands of the ad- 
ministration at this stage of the proceed- 
ings against the company would not look 
well in the eyes of the public. 

There is no probability that the governor 
will be required to carry out his mild threat 
of a special session to provide funds. Sena- 
tor Gardner’s committee on appropriation 
ean be relied on to report out the two appro- 
priation bills and forget all about the reso- 
lution, 


Bills for Expenses of Session. 

Two -bills were passed by the senate, one 
providing the appropriation of $22,000 for in- 
cidental expenses of the legislature and one 
providing $100,000 for the pay of employés. 

Senator Juul, Chicago, introduced a joint 
resolution providing for the appointment of 
a committee of five senators and five repre- 
sentatives to confer with a Hke committee of 
five members of each of the west park, south 
park, and Lincoln park boards of Chicago 
and evolve a phen of assessment equitable 
alike to thé park systems, the city, and abut- 
ting property owners. 

The resolutions say by a recent decision 
of the Supreme court, reinforced by an opin- 
ion of Attorney General Stead, park boards 
have no power to pay out of park funds for 
street paving and other street improvements. 
For this reason etreet improvement of any 
kind around the west park system is prac- 
tically impossible. The burden of paying 
for etreet improvements, for the entire width 
of streets, the resolution says, would be 
greater than property located on one side of 
the street could support, and if jmprove- 
ments are to be delayed until paid for out of 
the general fund the streets will become im- 
peaesablie. For this reason a joint conference 
is sought. The resolutions are to be sent to 
Mayor Dunne and to the presidents of the 
Chicago park boards. 

Bills Introduced in Senate. 

Bills introduced in the senate were as fol- 
lows: 

By Pemberton—Making it unlawful to allow gas 
or oil to escape from a well more than two days 
after struck in digging the well; providing a 
method of plugging wells when abandoned; car- 
ries an emergency clause. 

By Pemberton—Establishing methods of regula- 
tion for natural gas pipe lines and machinery. 

By Pemberton—Bstablishing the position of nat- 
ural gas supervisor at a salary of $1,200, with §600 
expense allowance; to work under the state geoclo- 


Benetor Pemberton’s gas bilis are coples 
of Indiana laws and are wanted by the state 
geological survey for the regulation of the 
oil and natdra! gas industry in the state.

MINORITY OF ONE | IS BUSY | CULLOM IS NAMED; 


TALES RADICALS OF THE SCHOOL 
BOARD TO A STANDSTILL. 


Joha J. Hayes Objects to Immediate 
Passage of Amendments to Post 
Report, Speaking Rapidly and 
Often, Raising Points of Order, 
Criticising the Chair, ang General~ 
ly Surprising Dunne Appotntees— 
Matter Deferred for Two Weeks. 


John J. Hayes, Harrison holdover in Ma yor 
Dunne’s uplift school board, leaped from 
obscurity to the center of the stage last 
night and for two hours basked tn the Iime- 
light. 

Constituting himself a “ minority of one,” 
he submitted a minority report on every im- 
portant measure that came before the board. 
forced a roll call on every motion and reso 
lution, hurled one objection after another 
at the chairman, made points of order faster 
than the corps of stenographers could take 
them down, made three times as many 
speeches as Wiley W. Mills, twice as many 
as Raymond Robins, and almost equaled 
the best records of Louls F. Post. 

A half. dozen Dunne uplifters made a con- 
ecerted effort to throttle the Harrison mem- 
ber, and Trustee John C. Harding in a fiery 
speech charged him with assuming an atti- 
tude of contempt toward the board, but Mr. 
Hayes only smiled blandly and went on 
talking. 

After it was all over he walked leisurely 
over to the water cooler, quenched his thirst, 
put on hie coat end hat, and left, emiling 
complacently. He had given the Dunne 
board members a ‘talkfest’’ of his own 
and he was satisfied. 


Objects to Hasty Action. 
Trustee Hayes went into action when the 


‘amendments to the Post promotional report 


came up for passage. Whether it was due 
to his tactics or to the objection raised by 


| President Ritter against the “ railroading ”’ 


of the measure, the amendments were not 
adopted. Action was deferred for two weeks, 
the board merely passing one section of the 


— ndmentsa, thet affecting the February pay 
roll. 

When the report was read Trustee Hayes 
asked that action be deferred for two months. 
President Ritter said that he had not read 
the report and wanted action postponed for 
two weeks. 

‘I move the report be put on ite passage,”’ 
shouted Trustee Robins. 

The motion was seconded, and Trustee 
Hayes got the floor. 

“ Neither the president nor ? have read this 
report,” he said, “ and if you propose to pass 
it tonight I will now proceed to read it aloud. 
I shall also read it slowly, in, order that 
neither the president nor I shall mies any 
of it. Of course the report ie long [Mr. 
Hayes turned over the pages slowly to 
demonstrate this point]. but I guess I cam 
es: it if I proceed slowly enougb.”’ 

**I object to the report being read,"’ shout- 
ad some one. 

“I hear an objection, Mr. Hayes-——"” be- 
gan President Ritter. 

“ Yea, and it will be sustained as a matter 
f course,’’ commented Mr. Hayes, sarcastic- 
ally. 

“ Ag all proper objectione should be,” {n- 
terposed Mr. Post. 


Starts to Talk It to Death. 

Trustee Hayes abandoned his plan to read 
the report and began to talk it to death. He 
talked about typographical errors in it, poor 
punctuation, and a number of other details 
for ten minutes. 

* Point of order,’”’ shouted Trustee Post, 
“the gentleman has talked twice as long as 
the rules provide.’ 

Dr. Kuflewski moved-that Mr. Hayes be 
given five more minutes to speak. A half 
dozen Dunne members clamored for the floor. 
The chair recognized Trustee Harding. 

“TI object to extending the time of Mr. 
Hayes,” he shouted, his face red with anger, 
“he is treating the members of this board 
with contempt. His whole attitude is one of 
contempt. If he had anything to say which 
would enlighten this board I would not ob- 
ject, but it is evident_he has not. It is evi- 
dent he is simply determined to treat us with 
contempt.”’ 

Trustee Angsten moved that Hayes be al- 
lowed to go on. 

“I do this because he hae not yet said any- 
thing, but I’d Mke to give him a chance to 
say something,” explained Mr. Angeten. 

Hayes went on speaking. At the endof five 
minues another roll call was demanded, but 
Trustee Hayes objected and made another 
five minute speech. The meeting drifted 
along with Trustee Hayes talking against the 
hands of the clock until President Ritter 
asked permission to speak. 


Ritter Asks for Delay. 

“This. report was received by me at 6 
o'¢lock tonight,"’ he sald. ‘‘I have not had time 
to read it. I remember quite well when a 
year ago a similar resolution was before 
the board and I was one of a smal! minor- 
ity. At that time the eleven votes majority 
was allowed to rush through that report in 
much the same way that this report is being 
rushed through. I would like to have action 
Geferred for two weeks.”’ 

Trustee Hayes again began to speak, but 
before he was recognized a motion to delay 
action on all but the first section of the re- 
port was passed. 

The amendments simply provide for a pro- 
motional system for head assistants, prin- 
cipals, and special teachers, and divide “ ef- 
ficiency "’ into four grades. 

Luther H. Coleman, the teacher in the 
Blaine school. who was tried for shaking a 
boy, was reinstated by a vote of the board 
and ordered transferred to Another school. 
On motion of Trustee Post the school man- 
agement committee will consider at its next 
meeting the question of giving Coleman his 
pay for the eight weeks he was under sus- 
pension.

MASON OUT FOR A RACE. 
Announces He Will Go After 
Hopkins Next Year in at 
Least Three Languages. 


[BY A STAFF CORRBSPONDENT.] 

Springfield, I11., Jan. 16.—{Special.}—Shelby 
M. Cullom was nominated tonight by the 
republican joint caucus for a fifth term in 
the United States senate. The name of ex- 
Gov. Richard Yates, his primary opponent, 
was formally withdrawn from consideration 
and Senator Cullom was named unanimously. 

Senator Cullom’s democratic opponent in 
the formality of an election which will be 
held Jan, 23, will be former Supreme Court 
Judge Carroll C. Boggs of Fairfield, who 
wee nominated in the democratic joint cau- 
cus tonight over Col, James Hamilton Lewis 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Boggs polied forty votes and Mr. Lewls 
seventeen, for which number he has to 
thank both State Senator Cyril Jandus, a 
member of the Chicago board of local im- 
a pte and his own engaging person- 
ailty 

It was not writ that Mr. Lewis should 
heave the distinguished honor of getting into 
the finala, but in the semi-finals which took 
place tonight his position was one of deco- 
rouse Gefeat. It is better te have been 
mentioned for United States senator than 
not to have run at all. 


Mason Announces New Contest. 


With the old senatorial contest thus reach- 
Ing the last ‘legs of its formal finalities. the 
new one which will concern United States 
Senator Albert J. Hopkins has been born, 
with former Senator William HB. Mason as 
trained nurse. 

As Mr. Cullom was being nominated Mr. 
Mazon was reiterating his determination to 
take the mat with the Aurora man and with 
other comers. 

“I shall begin my campaign next year,”’ 
said Mr. Mason in announcing his intentions 
to members of the legislature, ‘ and I propose 
to burn up ali the alfalfa from Galena to 
Shawneetown. I shall talk im three lan- 
guages and every county in the state.’’ 

The republican caucus met in the house of 
representatives and the democratic caucus at 
the St. Nicholas hotel. The republican joint 
steering committee in charge of the meeting 
gave the place of chairman to Senator C. P. 
Gardner of Mendota and that of secretary to 
Representative Frank R. Covey of Belvidere. 
Representative Frank J. Heinl.of Jackson- 
ville, one of the representatives from Mr. 
Cullom's senatorial district, was given the 
bonor of making the nominating speech. 


Ex-Governor’s Name Withdrawn. 


In presenting the senator’s name for a fifth 
term Mr. Heini reviewed briefly the condi- 
tion of the country when Cullom. first came 
into public life, and then proceeded to sketch 
the senator’s public career. The nominating 
speech wae short, but well prepared and well 
delivered, and it helg@“the attention of the 
caucus. As soon as #he nomination had been 
made State Senator Hdward Curtis, one of 
Mr. Yates’ supporters, was recognized to 
withdraw the name of the ex-governor from 
the consideration of the caucus. 

‘In speaking for former Gov. Yates I wish 
to say that if there be any intention to place 
his name before the caucup™€it is his desire 
that his name be withdrawn before that be 
done,” he said. ‘“ When Mr. Yates entered 
the primary contest in .which he received 40 
per cent of the popular vote he declared that 
he would withdraw unless he received a ma- 
jority of the popular vote. He wished to say 
to any members of the legislature who may 
feel bound to him by the primary vote in their 
districts that it is his wish that they should 
vote for Mr. Cullom. 

“When the proper time comes I wish to 
move that Mr. Cullom’s nomination be made 
unanimous, and I wish for him that his fifth 
term shall be the crowning glory of his sena- 
torial life, and that he may live to enjoy it in 
complete poseession of his health.” 


Message of Thanks from Cullom. 


After that came seconding speeches from 
every senatorial district in the state and a 
letter was read from Senator Cullom in 
which he said: 

‘‘] shall appreciate this election the more 
because for the first time the question of 
the selection of a United States senator was 
submitted to the people, and, without any 
active campaign on my part, the great ma- 
jority of the voters declared me to be their 


preference. Until the recent primaries my 


name had. not been submitted directly to the 


voters of the state since I was re#lected as 
governor in 1880, and it was no small grati- 
fication to me, after twenty-six years had 
come and gone, to have this expression of 
continued confidence and approval of my rec- 
ord as a senator. 

‘“T wish now to return mg most sincere 
thanks to the people of the state who have 
thus signally honored me. During the twen- 
ty-four years that I have represented the 
state in the senate, I have endeavored to the 
best of my ability to perform my whole duty 
to the country and the state, and the only 
pledge that I can make is that I shall continue 
in the performance of my duty in the future 
as in the past. 

* I would prefer to have the pieasure of be- 
ing present at the senatorialelection in order 
tod express pereonally to the legislature my 
appreciation, but there are so many im- 
portant questions to settle and so much im- 
portant legislation to enact during this short 
session of congress, ending as it does on March 
4, that it has seemed to me to be more in 
accord with duty to remain in Waghington 
in the performance of my official business.’’ 

The senator then entered on a discussion 
of the country’s prosperity, paying a tribute 
to President Roosevelt and the administra- 
tion generally. 

The following telegram wae sent to Sen- 
ator Cullom by Mr. Gardner: 

I am directed by the republican caucus to inform 
you that you have been unanimously chosen ae the 
candidate of the republican party to succeed your- 
self in the United States senate. 

In the democratic caucus Col. Lewis’ name 
was presented by State Senator Jandus, and 
Mr. Boggs’ by Representative J. W. Temple- 
man of Fairfield.

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MICHIGAN'S ) WITHDRAWAL FROM 
‘BIG NINE’ LOOKED FOR TODAY. 


Students Get Tip Controlling Body 
Plans to Take Athletic Affairs at 
Ann Arbor Ont of Faculty’s Into 
Own Hands and Vote Wolverines 
Out of the Conference—Baird and 
Fitzpatrick to Be -Placed on the 
New Board. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Wnless something goes askew in plans quietly 
laid in the last few.days, Michigan will not 
‘be in the western intercollegiate conference 
more than twenty-four hours longer. There 
is supreme confidence among the leaders in 
the athletic revolution to be attempted at the 
board of regents’ meeting tomorrow that the 
rulers of the university will not adjourn with- 
out withdrawing Michigan from the “ big 
nine.’ 

From the wise looks passed out by those 
who have been framing up the whole thing 
on the quiet many leaders in student affairs 
are certain the regents will lift the control of 
athletics out of the faoulty’s hands, assume 
it themselves, and place on the board of ath- 
letic control Director Charles Baird and 
Keene Fitzpatrick. 

It is known one of the regente will make a 
motion to that effect tomorrow, and it is said 
he will be supported by Regents Dean, Saw- 
yer, Fietcher, Hill, and Knappen, a majority 
of the board. Some of the more optimistic 
students believe the regents will vote to with- 
draw Michiean from the “‘ big nine ” instead 
of waiting to let a reorganized board of con- 
trol recommend euch action. 

Whether the powder will be touched off at 
the morning or afternoon session isa ques- 
tion. The news will be received with m@e 
rejoicing than any other occurrence in the 
recent history of Michigan athletics. Such 
action would be final, because the regents are 
the sole governing board and court of appeals 
for the university. 

The student council submitted resolutions 
tonight urging the university senate, which 
js made up of all the professors, to withdraw 
Michigan from the conference. 


YALE AND HARVARD TO PART? 


Cambridge Men Serve Notice on Eli 
‘That Their Athletic, Agreement 
Canyot Be Renewed. 


‘New Haven, Conn., Jan. 16.—[{Special.]— 
Yale and Harvard university teams will cease 
to meet under their tavo year athletic agree- 
ment on Feb. 1, Harvard having given notice 
it will not renew the agreement which expires 
on that date. 

The Cambridge men have consented to con- 
tinue meeting Yale in all branches of sport, 
however, till the close of the present school 
year in June. After that, whether athletics 
between the two universities is continued will 
depend on whether certain branches of sport 
are allowed at Harvard. Harvard's action 
was announced to Yale today through a let- 
ter.received from Prof. White, chairman 
of the athletic committee. 

it. is stated this step is not taken joanna 
Harvard wants to break with Yale, but be- 
cause the searching athletic investigation 
now on at Harvard will not be finished before 
next spring. The present working athletic 
agreement was written in 1908. By its terms 
it renews itself automatically every two 
years, unless one or the other university 
gives notice to the contrary. Neither ' ob- 
jected in 1905, and the agreement then re- 
newed itself for two years. 

Yale officials tonight stated that if Harvard 
had not given this notice, Yale would not 
have protested, and the agreement would 
have renewed itself for two more years,

May Hog Southern Subsidy, Too. 

This does not wind up the Pacific ocean. 
There ie a Provision for a subsidy of $600,000 
& year for a monthly service from “a port 
or ports of the Pacific coast of the United 
States’ to Panama, Peru, and Chile. Sum- 
ming up these Pacific subsidies and omitting 
that now paid to the Spreckels Steamship 
line, It will be seen that the bill reported to 
the house yesterday proposes to pay an an- 
nual bonus of $2,000,000 a year to Pacific 
ocean steamship lines, and practically every 
dollar of it will go to Hill, Harriman, and 
Spreckels, because the line to South America 
will almost certainly be controlled by them. 

On the other hand, lines to the east coast 
of South America on the Atlantic ocean are 
also paraliel for a great deal more than half 
of the distance. They areto eat up $1,400,000 
& year, whereas practically the same results 
could be accomplished by subsidiging a line 
to Rio de Janeiro, with an ordinary extension 
to Buenos Ayres, 

In addition the gulf of Mexico is supplied 
with a little baby subsidy to the.amount of 
$150,000 annually. It provides for a steam- 
ship line to Colon from some port the 
gulf of Mexico. There is already an py Son 
can line running to Colon, but the subsidy is 
expected to build up another one from a gulf 
port. 

Naval Reserve Section Emasculated. 

In the new bill there still remains a freg- 
ment of a section rape Ry a naval reserve, 
which was one of the fairly good things about 
the original subsidy bill. It is retained in 
such a way, however, as to make it manifest 
that it has been used to secure votes. 

There is absolutely no connection between 
this naval reserve and the mail subsidies of 
the main part of the bill. The lines sub- 
sidized are not required to carry a single 
man of the naval reserve. Except as may 
be required by the old law of 1801, they can- 
not be taken for the service of the United 
States, nor is there any requirement that 
any proportion of their officers and men shall 
be American citizens. 

The bonus from the United States treas- 
ury, 8o far as the bill now before congress 
is concerned, is a bonus pure and simple, 
without any “ifs”’ or “ans’’ or “ buts. 
There is no limitation as to tonnage nor 
as to the means of locomotion. The ships 
may be propelled by steam, or by hot air, 
or by the winds of heaven, and they may be 
manned by American citizens or Maleys or 
gorillas, but, as long as they leave once @ 
month, they get their money. 


SUBMITS BAILEY EVIDENCE 


TO LONE STAR LEGISLATURE. 


Attorney General of Texas Gives Docu- 
ments Relating to Oil Charges to 
House—More Sparring by Members. 


Austin, Tex., Jan 16.—[{Special,] — The 
Texas house now has in its possession a copy 
of all the documentary evidence tending to 
implicate Senator Bailey in the readmission 
of the Waters-Pierce Oil company to do busi- 
ness in this state in violation of the anti-trust 
law. This evidence was submitted to the 
house this aftefnoon by Attorney General 
Davidson, who said the original copies were 
im his office. The documents comprise tele- 
grams, letters, and vouchers showing that 
Senator Bailey was in touch with Mr. Pierce 
of the Waters Pierce Oil company and-the 
attorneys of the company in a money way. 

As soon as these documents were presented 
to the house the Bailey faction attempted to 
get a resolution adopted providing that Sen- 
ator Bailey should look at the original along 
with the house members, but this was voted 
down. With the copies in the possession of 
the speaker the house renewed the consid- 
eration of the resolution as to whether they 
should investigate Senator Bailey. 

In the senate the special committee of seven 
is investigating as to whether a Bailey in- 
quiry is needed.

Mr, Carmack warmly defended

troops, and laughed at the “ oratorical fe- 
rocity"’ of Seaator Foraker, whose charge 
if proved ‘“would place the president on an 
eminence of infamy from which no man can 
take him down.” 

From that poigt the democratic senator's 
speech developed inte a remarkable arreine- 
ment of republican senators who have criti- 
cised Mr. Roosevelt, declaring their attitude 
an attempt “ to ufhorse " the president, and 
#0 rid the republican party of the dreaded 
* Rooseveltian ineubus.”’ 


Sees Deep Plot in Attacks. 

“It seems to me’ he said, ‘ that there is 
something else behind these uncalled for 
attacks upon the president than a passion 
for justice and for law. Whenee comes this 
new found zeal for the law and constitution 
this jealousy of executive encroachment 
upon the powers of tongress, and the rights 
of citizens? This particular act of the presi- 
dent te simply the océasion, but it is not the 
cause, of this violent and concerted attack 
upoh the adminiatration."’ 

He.went on to say.that notwithat ng 
“the president has deme enough im all con- 
science to alarm every real friend of the 
constitution and of the republic, through 
it all he has had the waited and enthusiastic 
support of all the senators upon the repub- 
lican side of the chamber, and not until now 
has his course geen called into question." 

After outlining some of the, to him, ob- 
jectionable executive acts, Mr. Carmack 
proceeded: 

“It ig by the best and most honorable acts 
of his administration that the president hae 
aroused so deadly an antagonism within his 
own party. He might have continued to 
trample upon the law to the end ‘of time, 
he might have multiplied his infidelities to 
the constitution until they became as num- 
berless as the stars of heaven or the sands 
of the sea and there would have been no 
voice of protest if he had not otherwise of- 
fended. 


| No Loyalty in His Party? 

“The president has made the mistake of 
compelling his party to violate all its tradi- 
tions, to break with ite old time friends, to 
turn its guns upon tts allies of a hundred bat- 
tles; he has brought the great railwaye and 
trusts and corporations of the country to 
know that there are such things as law and 
government in'the land: Helpless under the 
compelling force of the publiie opinion. he 
arrayed behind him his-party leaders have 
yielded a snarling and reluctant helf way 
obedience to his will, biding time and oppor- 
tunity to strike, just as ‘a dog that is com- 
pelled to fight will snatch at the master that 
doth tarre him on.’” . 

Deciaring this to be “‘ the beginning of the 
fight to break the power of the only leader 
of the republican party who ever arrayed 
it against the enemies of the people,’ he 
sai . 


a: 

“It i# an effort to put the’party back into 
its old position, ta renew ite old alliances 
make peace with its old ti friends, and 
renew its covenant with the Blunderers and 
oppressors of the American people.” And 
he declared it would succeed, 

‘* All the resources of the gentleman in the 
White house cannot stay the inevitable. He 
has attempted the impossible ‘task of re- 
creating the republican party, You may 
whitewash the Ethiopian and‘unspot the 
leopard, but you cannot make the one a Cau- 
casian or the other a lamb. Thefe is a force 
as persistent and compelling as the law of 
gravitation that will pull the fepublican 
party back to the position from-whieh by 
main strength and awkwardness the presi- 
dent has lifted it up.” 


Invites Roosevelt to Democrats. 

He told the republican senators that they 
must make choice of the alternative “either 
to renominate President Roosevelt or give 
us back our platform.’’ He declared that 
in their hearte they were longing for the 
time to come when they could cast off “ this 
Rooseveltian fncubus.”’ 

He declared that the sentiment which the 
president had helped to arouse against plutoc- 
racy will bring millions of votes to the raakse 
of the democratie party and said that ” if 
President Roosevelt himself chooses to come 
he will find there ample opportunity to exér- 
cige an influence for the welfare of the people 
and also learn some respect for the law and 
the constitution.” 

Senators Stone, Money, and Knox followed 
Mr. Carmack, each upholding the authority 
of the president to take the action he did 
and favoring an investigation of the facts 
connected with the Browneaville affray. 

Senator Foraker then took the floor to make 
what he hoped would be the concluding 
speech on the subject. Mr. Foraker at once 
offered a substitute for all his previous reso- 
lutions, as follows: 


Resolved, That the committee on military affairs 
is hereby authorized and directed by subcommittee 
or otherwise to take and have printed the testi- 
mony for the purpose of ascertaining all the facts 
with reference to or connected with the aeffray at 
Brownsville, Tex., on the night of Aug. 13, 1006. 
Said committee ts authorized to send for peraons 
and papers, to administer oaths, to sit during the 
sessions of the senate, and, if deemed advisable, dt 
Brownsville or elsewhere, the expenses of the in- 
vestigation to be paid out of the contingent fund 
of the senate. 

Bind of Discussion in Sight. 

After hie long service Mr. Foraker said he 
did.not like the hints which bad been thrown 
out that his motives were other than to pro- 
mote. the public good. This resolution, he 
said, was not capable of being interpreted by 
anybody as limiting, restricting. or curtail- 
ing in any manner the power it conferred on 
the committee to make a thorough investiga- 
‘fon of all the facta connected with the af- 
fray. He then ytelded to the suggestion of 
Senator Spooner that he proceed tomorrow, 
and the senate adjourned, 


ROOSEVELT TALKS TO TRADERS 


President Makes Urgent Plea for Larger 
Navy in Speech at Commerce Con- 
vention Banquet. 


Washington, D, C., Jan. 16.—President 
ienestiane coal. addressed the delegates 
to the national convention for the extension 
of the foreign commerce of the United States. 
Other speakers at the banquet were Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon; Elihu Root, secretary of 
state: Gov. Claude A. Swanson of Virginie, 
and Gov. Edwin Warfield of Maryland. 

The president's speech wes devoted to a 
discuesion of this government's policy in 
putting San Domingo on her feet’ reform 
in the consular service, and extension of the 
nation’s trade into South and Central Ameri- 
ca and theorient. He made an urgent plea for 
a larger havy and for the American merchant 
marine. Inthecourse of his speech the presi- 
dent said he intended, during his administra- 
tion, to aleraysa keep‘ the ‘ ready door of 
exit for unfit public servants in both the mili- 
tary ard civil gervice.’’ | 

Speaker Cannon declared that the house is 
making an honest effort to pass at this ses- 
siom & merchant marine bill that will be sat- 
isfactory to all concerned. ‘“ While we are 
not going to give all you ask for,” he said, 
“ it is better thet you accept a half loaf than 
no bread atall.”

“The traction question is on the eve of 
settiement...In less than three weeks that 
question, which has been the stock in 
trade of shifty politicians and professional 
reformers, will be taken out of their 
/hands. The traction companies will bg 
allowed to continue operations on terms 
and conditions that will compel them to 
give speedily to this community that de- 
cent street car service which its citizens 
have been asking for

If there are 86,000 Ohicago registered 
voters who would like te have a referen- 
dum on the n ordinances, either be- 
cause they are oppesed to the ordinances 
or wish to know what other voters think 
of them, now is the time for them to act.

They have two weeks in which to use 
their opportunity. Petitions are to be 
printed and widely distNbuted.

If the hecessary number of names can- 
not be secured by the beginning of Febru- 
ary the council will pass the traction ordi- 
nances, to take effect at once. The mayor 
may become ashamed of his fatuous poli- 
cy at the last moment, but probably he 
will veto them. ‘The vote in the council 
night before last shows that his veto will 
be swept aside. The aldermen have 
ceased to respect or fear Mayor Dunne. 
He has become a negligible quantity. No- 
body cares what he says or does. The 
voters have had enough of him, his trac- 
tion policy, his insufferable school board, 
and all the laughable or harmful fads or 
follies that have bedecked his administra- 
tion. More than two-thirds of the alder- 
men accept the verdict of the voters.

AS IN PARIS AND OHICAGO. 

After due consideration of the ever 
present artistic needs of Paris, and en- 
couraged by the observation of Voltaire 
that those people who have not cultivated 
the arts have been destined to remain un- 
known, the French government has de- 
cided to continue the subsidies to art in 
France—an appropriation amounting to 
nearly $8,500,000. Of this sum about $1,- 
{800,000 may be applied to fhe four national 
theaters. This munificence attracts special 
attention at this time for the reason that 
the wretched telephone system of Paris, 
under governmental control, has excited 
general complaint with no immediate pros- 
pect of a change for the better. 

It suggests itself at once to the prac- 
tical mind that if the money advanced for 
the cultivation of high artistic ideals at 
theatrical representations were devoted to 
the improvement of the government tele- 
phone system there would be less bitter 
and persistent complaining among the sub- 
scribers to thet wretched service. It may 
be true, as Voltaire pointed out, that such 
diversion of funds would prostrate art 
and eventually cause France to vanish 
from the memory of mankind, but for the 
time being, at least, the generation that 
‘would be getting some satisfaction for the 
investment of its money would be carry- 
ing on business much more profitably and 
cheerfully. The conjunction of incidents 
perhaps goes to prove that France pre- 
, fers an occasional hour of real soul eleva- 
ttien through artistry to the material ad- 
‘vantages of a good telephone system. 

The French government gives the pref- 


erence to art over utility. The municipal; 


‘government of Chicago zives the prefer- 
tence te neither anf neglects both. Every 
;public utility which it controls is ill man- 
faged. ft has’ no business capacity, and 
the lack of that useful quality is not off- 
set as it is in France by devo‘ion to art. 
The lecal municipal government is. as 
blind to beauty as it is to utility. It has 
‘ruins, such as the city hall, but it cannot 
‘make them romantic and attractive ruins. 
~The people of. Chicago as a -body - prefer 
‘the useful to the ornamental. They would 
+rather have an efficient than an artistic 
‘city government, but they have one which 
‘has no redeeming qualities. The impres- 
~sion prevails that they will take up this

Petitions Have Little Effect. 

These petitions are heving little effeot, 
however, in delaying ec Senator Lodge 
submitted to the foreign relations committee 
at ite meeting today a of photographs 
which show men and men atrociously 
maimed and ‘killed, ani’ it is alleged that 
outreges have been perpetrated by state 
troops.

But the 
Congo authorities issist that what is true of 
their country is trué of the colonies of other 
nations. They point to Great Britain’s poli- 
cy in South Africa.and India, to the course 
of Frarice in Madé@gascar and Indo-China, 
to the treatment of natives by Germany in 
‘her African , and bringing the 
matter nearer howe to’the attitude of the 
American troops tp to.@ few years ago to- 
wards the Filipinos. They assert the re- 
forms advised by, the royal commission al- 
ready have been put into effect, and they are 
confident these reforms will put an end to the 
evils which the investigation brought to 
light. .

Claim Congo Is Independent. 

But’ they deny absolutely the right of the 
United States and -dther ‘nations to make 
an investigation into the conditions in the 
African country. ~They claim the Congo is 
absolutely: indebendént, and that King Leo- 
pold is its independent sovereign. In 1879 
a body was farmed calling itself the Inter- 
‘national. Associatién of Congo which was 
presided over by thé king of the Belgians, act- 
ing asa private individual, and of which 
the members} officials were subjects of 
civilized states. That association occu- 
pied territory, tained cessions of sover- 
eignty and suz@ainty, and founded estab- 
Hehments. Ast the time it wae neither legally 
dependent upon any state nor did its mem- 
bers reject theauthority. of their respective 
governments establish themselves per- 
manently as a de facto independent commu- 
nity. 

This assa@fiation represented to the United 
States in that it had obtained territory 
for the usé/sand benefit of free states, that 
it had adopted a flag and that to foreignérs 
settling In th territory would be guaranteed 
the right to acquire or transfer lands, to 
establish commercial houses, and to carry 
on trade upon the sole condition that they 
should obey the laws. By direction of the 
president, snd with the advice and consent 
ofthe gserate, the secretary of state de- 
clared his sympathy with the purposes of 
the association’ and ordered officers of the 
United States to recognize its flag as the 
fiag of e friendly government.

Denies Right of Other Nations. 


Subsequently Germany, Great Britain, and 
other countries recognized the independence 
of the Free State and the letter was per- 
mitted to adhere as an independent state to 
the act adopted by the Berlin conference 
by which the Congo basin was kept open 
to. the world’s trade on terms of absolute 
equality. When King Leopold, acting under 
the authority afterwards given him by the 
Baigian chambers, announced the forma- 
tien of the independent state of Congo and 
h% assumption as sovereign of the néw state, 
the president of the United States formally 
récognized him in that character. 

All these facts are citec to prove that with- 
out express invitation of the Congo gov- 
ernment no power has the right to investi- 
gate conditions in its, territory or to take 
action with relation to it. King Leopold 
appreciates, however, that Great. Britain, 
anxious for a strip of territory across Congo, 
is only too glad.to precipitate a situation 
from which it may enatch the prize it cov- 
ets. To checkmate this move the king pro- 
posed some time ago to the Belgian parlia- 
ment that it accept from him the gift of 
the Congo Free State. A month ago the 
principle of annexation was adopted by par- 
liament and before many months are passed 
the Congo region will be a Belgian colony 
in deed, as well as in fact. Any internation- 
al conference which may be called must 
consider, therefore, the Congo region, not 
as an independent country, but as a col- 
ony of Belgium. This is not likely to bother 
any of the European statesmen, however, in 
view of the Inability. of Belgium to meke 
armed defense of its territory.

Lodge Resolution Sweeping. 

The Lodge resolution is sweeping in scope 
and probably will be modified slightly be- 
fore being adopted by the senate. It de- 
clarés that in the opinion of the senate the 
time has core when the affatrs of the Congo 


Free State should be made the subject of 


international inquiry and respectfully ad- 
vises the president that in any eteps he may 
deem it wise to take in coBperation with any 
of the powers signatories of the Berlin act 


which shall seek to redress any evils exist- 


ing in the Congo he. will receive the cordial 
support of the senate. 

Secretary Root’ already has communicated 
to the British government the sympathy of 
the United. States with any steps it may 


take for the amelioration of. the terrible con- 


ditions said to exist. As socom ae a resolution 


‘ls adopted there’ is no doubt the British, 


government will call a conference, and with 
the United States codperating, the invitation 
will be-accéepted by ail nations. 

Of course, excuse for American intervap- 
‘tiom will be found in the necessity of pro- 
tecting American trade. That trade today 
is practically nil. It was reported some 
time ago that J. Pierpont Morgan, John Dp. 
Rockefeller, and other wealthy Americans 
had secured valuable rubber concessions 
from King Leopold, the purpose of which 
of course, wae to secure their influence for 
the preservation of the Belgian sovereign’s 
rights in the Congo region.

President Wheeler’s Remarks. 
President Wheeler, in his annual statement 
to shareholders, says that in 1906 the com- 
pany paid $451,480 to, the city of Chicago 
on account of the city’s demands, under the 
ordinance of 1889, which provided for the 
payment to the city of 8 per cent upon the 
gross receipts from the telephone business 
done within the city. The city was clearly 
entitled to $133,410. President Wheeler 
further says: 
“The company submitted proposals to the 
council committee for new rate and service 


‘conditions during an ordinance extension. 


The changes proposed involved material al- 
terations of the company's plant, large ad- 
ditional investment, and a material reduc- 
tion in revenue from the existing body of 
subscribers. Pending action by the city 
council the stockholders have not been asked 
to invest additional money in the plant, as 
it has seemed reasonable that the terms of 
the ordinance under which such investment 
could be made should be ascertained. The 
plant increase, therefore, has been made by 
the expenditure of practically all the reserve 
funds, your surplus, and borrowed money. It 
is obvious that further extensione should not 
be made until warranted by the investment of 
additional capital. 

“ The operating efficiency of the company 
in its Chicago exchange system has, with 
great difficulty, approximated the company’s 
high standards. The business activity of the 
year, particularly as the holiday season ap- 
proached, has thrown a great burden of 
message traffic upon the company. The 
facilities of the company, in switchboards, 
cables, and other nécessary materials have 
been taxed to the utmost, and in sore cases 
exceeded by the demands of customers. 
Normally the should proceed as 
stated in the -to you last year, * with 
reference to the demands which may be made 
upon it not only in a current year but five, 
ten, or more years in the future.’ 

“The disturbances and uncertainties of 
litigation and of negotiation with the city 
have compelled the company to fall behind 
that ample margin of provision for the 
future which it has always sought to main- 
‘tain. At the lowest estimate §6,000,000 should 
be expended in 1907, if the changes and ex- 
tensions contemplated should be necessitated 
by the passage of an ordinance upon the 
basis now under consideration by the com- 
mittee of the Chicago council,” 

It is apparent from the closing paragraph 
that .the company expects to increase its 
capital stock by at least $6,000,000 in the 
event of a franchise being granted. 

The retiring board of directors was re- 
elected.

SUSTAINS POWER OF CITY 
TO ENFORCE HEALTH RULES. 


Judge Carpenter Gives Decision in 
Suit for Injunction Brought by the 
Chicago Union Hospital. 


The right of the city to regulate the loca- 
tion of private hospitals wae upheld yeeter- 
day by Judge Carpenter in a suit brought 
against the city by the Chicago Union hoe- 
pital, 1492 Wellington street. 

An addition to the hospital is said to be 
within 400 feet of the Robert Morris school, 
contrary to the ordinance regulating the 
location of hospitals. Judge Carpenter will 
decide later whether the prescribed 400 feet 
ig a reasonable location. 

“ The police power under which is guarded 
the general welfare of the community,” the 
court said, “is not and cannot be subject 
to definite limitation, but is coextensive with 
the necessities of the case and the safe- 
guarding of the public interest. 

“The situation with reference to the com- 
munication of disease is complex. No one 
can speak with certainty on this subject. 
There are wide differences of opinion within 
the ranks of the medical profession, 

“Children of the school age are more 
susceptible to disease than are adults. This 
appears ae ean undisputed fact in the record 
of this case. 

‘“‘ Considering the present state of knowl- 
edge on the question of communication of dis- 
ease, considering also that disease when 
present in the individual strikes at the root 
of our municipal and state existence, I am 
of the opinion that the admitted uncertainty 
in this connection should be resolved always 
in favor of precaution wherever possible 
in favor of prevention.”
